Several years since, the late Rev. Dr. Bushnell called attention to a manuscript of Jonathan 
Edwards on the subject of the Trinity, which had never been published, and was suspected of 
being withheld on account of its deviation from orthodoxy. Much curiosity was excited by this 
notice, which has been greatly increased of late by the apparent allusion to the same manuscript 
by Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes. The manuscript in question, there is reason to believe, was 
copied, under the direction of the second President Edwards, from an original by his father, 
which has disappeared. Prof. Egbert C. Smyth, of Andover Theological Seminary, its present 
custodian, has thoroughly investigated its genuineness, and offers it to the public with an Intro- 
duction containing a full account of its history, and Notes presenting more fully President Ed- 
wards’s opinions upon various matters to which it refers. 

The volume, though small, contains an unusual amount of interesting and valuable matter, 
and possesses a unique interest as being the maturest thought of ‘“ the metaphysician of America,” 
whom Robert Hall called ‘‘ the greatest of the sons of men.”

THE GRANDISSIMES: A STORY OF CREOLE LIFE. By Georce 


W. Case, author of “Old Creole Days.” 1 vol. 12mo, $1.50. 


The extraordinary interest excited by Mr. Cable’s sketches of life in the old French quarter 
of New Orleans, in his first book, “ Old Creole Days,” will be still further aroused by this novel 
of Creole life. ‘‘The Grandissimes” fulfills the promise of his slighter stories, and shows that 
he is fully equal to the task of framing a plot and carrying it to a successful termination. 

The scene of the story is laid in New Orleans in the earlier years of the century, at the time 
of the cession of Louisiana to the United States by Napoleon. With wonderful delicacy of touch, 
Mr. Cable outlines his plot, portraying the stubborn adherence of the Creoles to the old régime, 
their unwillingness to enter the Union, the feud of the Grandissimes and the Fusiliers, and its 
far-reaching consequences. All the characters of the story have an originality and distinctness 
that make them veritable creations. The relations of those exquisite creatures, the ladies Nan- 
canou, with their Teutonic neighbor, Frowenfeld ; the thrilling episode of Bras-Coupé; the Hi- 
berno-Gallic freaks of Raoul Innerarity ; the heroic sacrifice of Honoré Grandissime, and the 
murder of Clemence—all these are woven into a story of great interest, with many exquisite bits 
of description and a freshness and originality of style that give Mr. Cable a place at once among 
the first novelists of the day, if not of the age. The book will certainly be received with en- 
thusiasm.

The essays on the plays, 
the notes on the various readings, and the notes 
interpreting difficult passages are not only 
new, but they are so original,so manifestly 
based on the most profound study and the 
most sympathetic insight, that they will quite 
surely give to this Harvard edition an authority 
which very few Shakespeare studies possess.

“MENTIONED”—ONCE MORE. 


‘‘ INTERNATIONAL Copyright has been once 
more mentioned in Parliament”—the opening 
words of the news given in another column— 
form a neat epigram on the present status of the 
question. The speaker, pressed to answer, con- 
cedes the fact of a certain ‘‘ suggestion” made 
to one Mr. Evarts in February last, and of 
another “suggestion” made to the same Mr. 
Evarts in November, 1878, both to the apparent 
effect that international copyright was “‘ desir- 
able.” What the details of the ‘‘ suggestions” 
are, he knows not, nor has he any idea of the 
State of public opinion in America, or of the 
views of the American Government, or, in fact, 
of anything tangible. Is it possible that Mr. 
Evarts is treating such “ suggestions” as curios- 
ities that might be preserved for the archives of 
the government? Is it not high time that some 
decisive action should be taken toward the 
settling of a question which among other civil- 
ized nations has, indeed, ceased to be a ques- 
tion—the right to literary property? The 
WEEKLY, without reopening here a discussion 
to which it has, since its establishment, given 
its columns so freely, will not cease its exhorta- 
tions as long as there is hope that it may aid in 
securing to the American publisher the honor 
o! an initiative before the demands of an ad- 
vancing civilization shall force him to ignomi- 
nous surrender. For the final triumph of an 
‘nternational copyright over the international 
Vrongs to authors is as sure as the triumph of 
truth over sophistry, law over communism, 
hational pride over national disgrace ! 


A SIGNIFICANT comment on the lack of law and 
equity in the American commerce of literature 
is the article from the New York Zvening Post, 
suggestively headed, ‘‘ A New Phase of Literary 
Piracy,” printed in another column. Itis to be 
hoped that the bookseller, too, will stand up for 
the good cause by his indorsement of that reprint 
which has the sanction of the author. It is his 
interest to see the author protected and good 
authorship encouraged, and the publisher en- 
abled to produce books which are a credit to 
the profession, and a benefit to the public. 
We are not prepared to assert that a man wil 
fully commits a wrong in taking advantage of 
the non-abolishment of a revolutionary privi- 
lege ; but in the present case, where the author 
ized publisher has, for a number of years, sup- 
plied the market to the satisfaction of author 
and public, it is not difficult to decide who is 
entitled to the preference of support. If every 
one has the privilege to reprint, regardless of 
any moral claims, every one, too, has the privi- 
lege of being guided by his own moral sense of 
justice. 


CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE, 


PARIS, July 31, 1880. 

THE publishers, printers, and paper-makers of 
Paris have held an exhibition, which in no man 
ner confirmed Frenchmen’s reputation for skill 
in .organization. In how many particulars is 
Frenchmen’s reputation unmerited! The exhi- 
bition was held in the Trades’ Club-house, 
which is in every respect (save decoration) 
unworthy of so wealthy a set of men as the pub- 
lishers and paper-makers of Paris are. Charles 
Garnier (to whom we owe the Grand Opera 
House) built the club-house, and it does credit 
to him. Could you imagine that chains might 
be used to express lightness, and avert heavi- 
ness from bronze ornaments necessarily mass- 
ive? Well, Garnier has so used bronze chains, 
to relieve the immense candelabra from all ap- 
pearance of heaviness. The club-house consists 
(as far as it is possible to see) of the offices of 
the club (you know the club owns and edits 
the Publishers’ Circular), of a small antecham- 
ber, a noble staircase, and on the second floor 
(the Frenchman’s first) of three rooms, the larg- 
est of which is the hall where meetings take 
place, the next the lobby, the third the ante- 
chamber. There is no drawing-room, where 
strangers might be received (strangers are still 
“enemies” in French as they were in Latin) ; no 
smoking-room, where, screened by opal cloud 
from sight of ‘‘ Bills Payable,” one might un- 
disturbed chew the cud of sweet and bitter 
fancy; no dining-room, where life may inter- 
mittently be seen through beakers foaming with 
rose champagne. Frenchmen are fifty years 
behind England, Germany, Austria, and Italy 
in every respect. An interesting catalogue was 
published, which was intended to show ¢he very 
éest work that French printers, paper-makers, 
and ink-makers could do. Eight printers were 
charged with the execution of the work, and no 
restriction laid on their liberty, save form—the 
catalogue was to be in octavo. In other re- 
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spects the catalogue was useless. Neither it 
nor the objects shown contained corresponding 
numbers, or, indeed, any numbers at all. Al- 
most everything was under lock and key. 
Nothing was placed conveniently for examina- 
tion. Nothing had one word of explanation, 
for want of which a great many objects escaped 
observation entirely; for instance, Engel, the 
well-known bookbinder, composed ten models 
of pasteboard binding for the catalogue, but the 
exhibition had closed its doors before we knew 
it ; before we saw more than one of these models 
(the binding of the catalogue we had bought), 
or knew that the price was only 12 cents. A 
portion of the exhibition was a show of books 
to illustrate the history of printing. I noticed 
among them: “Traités de Droit d’Odofredi 
de Benevent” (in Latin), Dominique Anselmi, 
printer, Avignon, 1500. This is the only copy 
known in France; another copy is said to be 
found in some German libraiy, but its existence 
is questioned. “ Lettres de Senéque’” (in Latin), 
Georges Serra, printer, Avignon, 1502; only 
two copies known. ‘‘Le Roman de Jean de 
Paris,’’ Francois Anieu, printer; the first and 
only book printed in Berrias, a village of 1200 
souls, near Largentiere in Languedoc. “ Rudi- 
ments de la Grammaire” (in Latin), Cambrai, 
1518, with no printer’s name, probably by Bona- 
venture Brassart ; the only known copy. ‘‘ Le 
Compost Arithmetical de Guillaume de la Tays- 
soniere, gentilhomme dombois,”’ Créches, 1567, 
Paul Miraillet, printer; Créches is a village 
near Macon; the only known copy. “ Charles 
Estienne et Jean Liebault: Agriculture et 
Maison Rustique,” Luneville, 1577, Charles 
de la Fontaine, printer ; the first book printed 
in Luneville, Lorraine ; it is mentioned by no 
bibliographer. ‘‘ Méditations du Cardinal de 
Torquemada” (in Latin), Albi, 1481, Johnn 
Neumeister, printer; the first book with figures 
from metal (pewter or type-metal) printed in 
France ; the first book with date printed in 
Albi, Languedoc. Johann Neumeister was a 
pupil of Guttenberg; after the prosecution of 
1455 he became Guttenberg’s partner; he made 
Lyons his home about 1485, and continued to 
exercise his profession there until 1507, the 
probable date of his death. ‘“‘ Office de la 
Viérge” (in Latin), Besancon, 1591, Jean Exer 
tier, printer; a most rare book, adorned with 
wood-cuts. ‘‘P. de Marca: Traité des Mer- 
veilles Operées en la Chapelle de Notre Dame 
du Calvaire de Betharam,” Betharam, 1648; 
Brunet and other bibliographers have thought 
Betharam an imaginary name; it is a village 
near Pau, and had a celebrated shrine which 
drew pilgrims from far and near; a printing- 
office was established there to print books of 
devotion for the faithful. ‘‘ Miroir de la Salva- 
tion de |l’Humain Lignage,” Lyons, 1478, 
Martin Husz, printer ; the first book with wood 
engravings printed in France. ‘‘ Des Sainctes 
Peregrinations de Jherusalem” (taken from the 
Latin of Bernard de Breydenbach by Friar 
Nicole le Huen), Lyons, 1488, Michelet 
Topie de Pymont and Jacques Heremberck, 
printers; the first book with copper-plate 
engravings published ,in France; the plates 
and text are printed apart. ‘‘ Discours de la 
Défaite de la Garnison de Soissons dans la 
plaine de Villers Cotterets,” Montpellier, 
1595, Jean Gillet, printer ; the first book printed 
in Montpellier ; mentioned by no bibliographer. 
“Compost et Calendrier des Bergers,” Paris,

1497, Guy Marchant, printer; gothic letters: 
remarkable wood-cuts ; no other copy known. 
‘*Martyrologie des Minimes” (in Latin), Passy 

lez-Paris (formerly a village known as Nygéon), 
1540. ‘‘ Frére Hugues de Varenne de |’Ordre 
des Minimes de St. Francois de Paul,” printed 
in gothic letters, red and black, in the convent 
of the order, where a printing-office was estab- 
lished in 1528; two volumes of liturgies were 
printed there in in 1528-1532, by this same 
Friar Hugues de Varenne ; this volume seems 
to be the last work issued from this press; no 
bibliographer mentions it, ‘‘ Heures a l’usage 
de St. Malo,’ Rennes, 1560, Pierre le Bret, 
printer; gothic letters, red and black, wood 
engravings; extremely rare; no bibliographe: 
mentions it. ‘‘ Relation des Miracles de Notre 
Dame de |’Ozier,” Romans, 1663, Jean Guil- 
hermet, printer; first book printed in Romans- 
en-Dauphiné ; unmentioned by bibliographers, 
who do not even give Romans a place in the 
list of towns which have had a book printing- 
office. The catalogue covers a few but inter- 
esting particulars about French printers and 
paper-makers. It tells that A. Lahure & Co.’s 
printing-office has 800 tons of type; has 2000 
sheets of works whose type are kept set up; 
among these works are Vapereau’s “ Diction- 
naire des Contemporains,” 130 sheets, or 2080 
pages, 8vo; “ Dictionnaire Encyclopédique des 
Sciences Médicales,” 135 sheets, 2160 pages, 
double columns; ‘‘Grands Ecrivains de France,” 
228 sheets, 3648 pages. This printing-office 
has, furthermore, three of Marinoni’s rotary 
presses; two presses of two colors; twenty 
retiration machines ; five white paper machines ; 
seventeen hand-presses ; four Minerva presses 

four steam-engines ; one gas motor ; 12 Munier’s 
damping-machines ; three rolling-mills for wet- 
ting and glazing; in the folding-room, five mas- 
sicauts ; one hydraulic press ; three percussion 
presses; stereotyping-rooms; a Carpenter's 
shop ; a machine-shop ; 6000 puncheons ; 15000 
matrices ; 10,000 wood-cuts; an apprentice’s 
school for boys; another for girls; a mutual 
benefit society ; a pension fund ; 500 workmen 
are employed. Emile Martinet’s printing-oflice 
was established in 1694 ; he has two offices, one 
in Hétel Mignon, Rue Mignon, Paris ; the other 
in Puteaux, a suburban village ; he is printer 
of Baillon’s “ Dictionnaire de Botanique” and 
‘“‘ Histoire des Plantes,” Viollet-le-Duc’s “ Dic- 
tionnaire du Mobilier Frangais” and “ Diction- 
naire Raisonné de |’Architecture Frangaise du 
XI* au XVI° Siécle,” and of twenty-five periodi- 
cals. Tonnellier, the paper-maker, has mills in 
Varennes, La Courbe, Les Navrans, and Cherre, 
all in Sarthe County ; a wholesale warehouse 
and finishing and ruling shop in La Fléche, 
same county, and an office in Paris. The mills 
have six turbines, five water-wheels, four ma 

chines to make web paper, forty-five cylinders ; 
make 2000 tons of paper annually ; 500 work- 
men and workwomen, divided into gangs, keep 
the mills active by night as well as by day. 
Each mill has an infants’ school, childrens 
school, adults’ school (night), a library, physi 

cian, apothecary without charge to workpeo- 
ple; there is a savings bank ; when the deposi! 
reaches a given sum of money, the proprietors 
double it ; a portion of the annual profits of the 
mills are divided among the most valuable 
working people ; there is a central bakery which 
supplies bread at cost. Darblay, Sr. and Jr. 
and Beranger’s paper-mill at Essonnes, has 4 
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steam-engine of 800-horse power, and ten paper- 
making machines, each one of which is used to 
only one sort of paper; any order from Paris 
would be executed and delivered within twenty- 
four hours after its receipt. Let me not forget 
to mention that, among other things exhibited, 
were type of the 15th and 16th centuries, which 
were found in Saone River. They are believed 
to have come from the printing-office of Guil- 
laume le Roy, the oldest printer of Lyons, and 
had been used to print Michault’s “ Doctrinal 
du Temps Passé.” These type are very curi- 
ous. They show that in the earlier days of 
printing the height of letters was arbitrary, each 
one casting as he pleased, and that the letters 
had no notch, but a heel to indicate the head of 
the letter to the type-setter. These type are the 
oldest in existence ; those of Plantin’s printing- 
office, which are shown in the Antwerp Typo- 
graphical Museum, engraved and founded by 
Claude Garamond and Simon.de Colines, are of 
later date, for they have notches like type now 
in use,

The studious world have heard with dis- 
tress that fire has consumed Herr Mommsen’s 
villa at Charlottenberg, near Berlin, and that 
many treasures have perished. The villa was 
a house of three stories. The first and second 
stories were occupied by the family, the third 
floor held the study and library ; the latter con- 
tained about 40,000 volumes. The fire was 
discovered at 7 P.M., and raged till 2 A.M. 
Among the manuscripts rescued from the 
flames are the ninth, tenth, eleventh volumes of 
the collection of Latin inscriptions found in 
the Italian Peninsula. The inscriptions of 
Sicily, Sardinia, Elba, and other Italian islands 
have been saved in part, but seriously dam- 
aged. The fate of the African inscriptions is 
stillunknown. The Helvetian inscriptions and 
four most valuable codex of Gothic history lent 
Herr Mommsen by the libraries of Berlin, Vi- 
enna, Breslau, and Heidelberg, have been de- 
stroyed.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


From the London Publishers’ Circular, Aug. 2. 


THE question of International Copyright has 
once more been mentioned in Parliament, and 
in the House of Commons on the 22nd ult., in 
reply to a question from Mr. Baxter, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said: A suggestion was made to Mr. 
Evarts, in February last, by Messrs. Jay, Wil- 
son, and Appleton, as the American members 
of the International Copyright Committee of the 
Association for the Reform of International 
Law, to the effect that an international copy- 
right is desirable in America. What the details 
of that proposal are I am unable to say, nor how 
far it is supported by public opinion inAmerica. 
In November, 1878, a suggestion was made by 
Messrs. Harper & Brothers to Mr. Evarts that 
there should be a joint commission, constituted 
as stated in the question, for the purpose of 
making and presenting such a report as might 
lead to international copyright between England 
and the United States. I am not aware what 
view the American Government has taken of 
that proposal. I need scarcely say that Her 
Majesty's Government would favorably regard 
any practical proposal for international copy- 
right with America which would have the effect 
of Securing the due rights of authors, publish- 
ers, and readers in the two countries. 


A NEW PHASE OF LITERARY PIRACY. 
From the N. Y. Evening Post. 


Tue American publishers of Jean Ingelow’s 
books—Messrs. Roberts Brothers, of Boston— 
have sent out a little circular, in which they 
make a very neat point against our English 
cousins with respect to the literary piracy about 
which English writers so bitterly complain of 
American publishers. 

It appears that Messrs. Roberts Brothers 
published the first American reprint of Jean 
Ingelow’s poems seventeen years ago, with 
Miss Ingelow’s approval. They were at the ex- 
pense of advertising the book and bringing the 
then unknown English author to the acquaint- 
ance of American readers, and from that time 
until the present they have published Miss Inge- 
low’s books, paying her copyright precisely as 
if she had been an American author legally en- 
titled to it. 

The fact that all American publishers re- 
spected the moral right of Miss Ingelow to the 
profits thus secured, and refrained from reprint- 
ing the books, enabled Messrs. Roberts Broth- 
ers to advertise more freely than they could 
otherwise have done, and thus to secure larger 
returns to the author than would have been 
hers if any other house had reprinted the 
books. 

Messrs. Roberts Brothers have 
enabled to pay to Miss Ingelow the sum of eigh- 
teen thousand dollars as copyright upon the 
American editions of her works, not one cent of 
which they were legally bound to pay, and not 
much of which they could have paid if other 
American publishers had “ pirated’’ the books. 

At last, however, Miss Ingelow’s long-re- 
spected right has been invaded. A ‘‘pirate”’ 
has seized upon the unprotected property, pub- 
lishing a rival reprint, the profits of which are 
the product of the money expended by the au- 
thorized publishers in introducing Miss Inge- 


thus been | bearing on his projected ‘‘ History of Life in 
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low’s works to an American audience. Let 
every Briton cry, “ For shame!” at so wanton 
a disregard of moral right ; but let every Briton 
observe that the wrong-doer is not an American 
but one of Miss Ingelow’s own countrymen, and 
the shame, so far as itis national, is British, not 
American. 

Messrs. Roberts Brothers have met the inva. 
sion by reducing the prices of their authorized 
editions, and by asking American booksellers 
to refrain from helping the invader of Miss 
Ingelow’s rights.
